Western Mail Serviee—Perkins’
Resolution Adopted.

Cox, of New York, Wipes the Floor With |
Springer, of Illinois, Over the Mo-
Kay Bill

Wasarscroys. Feb, 11.—When the House
met yesterday, Mr. Allen, of Mississippi,
asked unanimous consent to proceed to the
immediate consideration of the bill grant-
ing right of way through the Indian Terri-
tory to the Choctaw Coal & Railroad Com-
pauy. Mr. All>n proceeded to explain the
provisions of the bill, first stating that the
Commuttee on Indian Affairs beljeved that
the construction of railroads in the Indian
Territory should be encouraged for the
reason that they promote the civilization of
the Indians, served the public convenience
and created no obstruction. The previous
question was then ordered and the bill was
passed.

Mr. Anderson, of Illinois, from tbe Post-
office Committee, reported favorably Mr.
Perkins' resolution directing the Postmas-
ter-General to inquire into the cause and
foundation for the grievances complained
of in a Kansas newspaper regarding the
Western mail service, and also to inform
the House whether the almost universal
complaint prevailing in the West against
the present unsatisfactory mail service re-
sulted from the employment of imexperi-
enced and incapable employes or insufii-
cient sppropriations. The committes re-
ported an amendment, adding to the
resolution the following: “And also that
the Postmaster-Geueral be directed to fur-
ther inquire and inform the House what, if
any, improvements and extepsions have
been made in the mail service of the West
during toe last two years.”

Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, said he did not
CAr® to discuss the merits of the resolu-
tions. He would say, however, that the
Pest-office Department, the committee and
the Democratic side of the House courted
the fullest investigation of the matter, and
he was confident that investigation woula
show that the postal service was as efficient,
if not more so, than at any time 1n its his-
tory.

Mr. Perkins, of Kansas, wanted all of
the facts laid before the House. If the
bad service was the fault of the House in
consequenca of inadequate appropriations
he desired to kmow it, and if it was the
fault of the Administration that should be
made known. The resolution had been ap-
proved January 23 and under the rules
should have been reported within a weelk.
Io that particular the Post-office Commit-
tee was almost as unsatisfactory as the
mail service. The resolution was not po-
litical and the complaints came from Dem-
ocrats and Republicans alike. Wken the
apswer came he would undertake to show
that they were well founded.

The resolution was finaily adopted after
the insertion of an mendment cferod by |
Mr. Holman inserting the words “alleged”
before “complaint.”

Mr. Culberson, of Texas, from the Ju-
